The Allies’ Gains. 

We have learned by this time not to 
measure success in the war by the mere 
taking of towns; but both the places 
whose capture is announced to-day— 
Pozitres in Picardy and Erzingan in 
Armenia—are positions of high military 
value. The chief importance of Pozitres 
consists in the fact that it was the last 
village barring our way to that crest of 
the dominating ridge of this region of 
P*cardy which has been the main objec- 
tive of all our efforts during the past 
three weeks. The crest is not yet reached. 
It lies, in front of Poziéres, about half 
a mile to the north of that village on 
the main road to Bapaume, at a point on 
the road which is called Hill 160 in the 
French Staff maps. Thence the crest runs 
north of Bazentin by way of Hill 155, 
towards the northern point of the Bois 
des Foureaux, to Longueval village, and 
so on through Guillemont to Combles. 
All along our front of attack, therefore, 
we are still just short of the crest. The War 
Office publishes to-day a note containing 

from a captured German divi- 
sional order issued at Contalmaison a 
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the Ancre before which the assault 
July 1st failed. . TR ee 
it is a far cry from Picardy to 
Armenia; but the British capture of 
Pozitres and the Russian capture of 
Frzingan are rot events wholly. without 
relation. The Allies’ strategic policy is 
to apply and maintain‘the utmost pres- 
sure against the enemy on every front. 
According to a Berlin telegram of yester- 
day's date, transmitted through Amster- 
dam, “ the participation of Turkish troops 
in the fighting against the Russians in 
Galicia may shortly be expected.” The 
fall of Erzingan is an ironical commentary 
on the roseate expectations of the Berlin 
telegram. The Turks in Armenia, like 
the Germans in the main western theatre 
and the Austrians in the main eastern 
theatre, are being kept too fully occupied 
with their cwn affairs to manifest any 
practical sympathy with theaffairs of their 
Allies. The Grand Duke's capture of 
Erzingan, which places virtually the whole 
of Armenia in his hands, is the com- 
plement, unexpectedly delayed, of his 
earlier capture of the great Black Sea 
port of Trebizond. His possession of that 
port promised to give him a rapid and 
easy line of supply by sea instead of cir- 
cuitously by land, and a useful line of 
lateral communications for the prosecu- 
tion of his campaign in Armenia. The 
Turks, however succeeded in maintaining 
themselves at Baiburt and Ardas across 
the great military road from Trebizond to 
Erzerum, and the potential value of the 
possession of Trebizond was thus not 
realised by the FPussians. Within the 


ten days, however, the Turks were 


islodged from ther positions across the 

Trebizond-Erzerum road; a mass of 
Russian troops and. supplies presumably 
accumulated at Trebizond has thus been 
released for action south and west; ano 
the fall of Erzingan, nearly a hundred 
miles west of Erzerum, has followed in- 
evitably. Its loss means the loss by 
the Turks of the command of the exits 
frém the Armenian plateau into Anatolia, 
and will probably involve a retirement an 
equal distance back into Anatolia, as far 
as Sivas in the Anti-Taurus. Such a re- 
tirement certainly, and even the fall of 
Erzingan probably, will at last. uncover 
the Turkish defence of the Bagdad Rail- 
way. The Grand Duke's success must 
resct profoundly upon the prospects of 
the British forces in Mesopotamia. 

It is distinctly unfortunaté for the 
Austrians that these events in Armenia 
deprive them of their hope, such as it 
was, of Turkish assistance in Galicia and 
Volhynia ; for they are very badly in need 
of any assistance that they can get. Again, 
as more than eighteen months ago, the 
Cossacks are hevering about the Car- 
pathian passes above the fertile plains 
of Hungary. We saw, ‘n the spring of 
1915, what high importance the Germans 


| attached to the securing of Hungary against 


invasion, lest the Magyars, who are far 
from enthusiastic about Prussia’s war, 
should be disposed under pressure of mis- 
fortune to desert the enemy alliance 
and lead the Austrians with them 
into a separate peace. Then the Germans 
rushed to their aid from the west, and 
began that great drive through Galicia 
which not only saved Hungary from the 
peril of invasion, but deeply invaded the 
Russian Empire itself. The situation is very 
different now. The Germans, desperately 


| engaged upon the Somme, have no strength 


to spare for the support of their Austro- 
Hungarian Allies f£ven Marshal von 
Hindenburg is hara put to it to main- 
tain himself north of the Pripet Marshes. 
The battle for Hungary is being fought 
south,of the Marshes in Volhynia and 
Galicia between the Russians and the 
Austrians, assisted only by such German 
forces as are on the spot. The Russians 
cannot develop their threat against Hun- 
gary until they have cleared the flank of 
their action in this direction by 
sweeping the Austro-Germans back 
in Volhynia and Galicia. They are 
making steady progress towards this 
end. General Sakharoff has crossed the 
Galician border on the north in concert 
with the movements of General Lechitsky 
in the south; and both flanks of General 
von Bothmer’s Army, obstinately covering 
Lemberg in the centre, are very gravely 
threatened. In every theatre the Allies 
press forward in unison towards the goal 


| of victory. 


The Church and Settlement. 


The attitude of the Church of Ireland 
to the partition scheme was expressed in 
the resolution which the House of Bishops 
communicated, a month ago, to the 
General Synod. The bishops are not 
politicians, but on that occasion they 
showed more wisdom and foresight than 
the whole congregation of professional 
statesmen. They said then that the par- 
tition scheme was “hastily devised and 
imperfectly understood.” The criticism 
was abundantly justified on Monday in 
the House of Commons. They said that 
no Irishman desired dismemberment—and 
within a month the dismemberment plan 
was killed by the revolt of all Ireland. 
The resolution added, however, that the 
Church was ready to make great sacrifices 
in favour of any sound scheme for the 
future government of Ireland, We printed 
yesterday the address of the Bishop of 
Killaloe to his Diocesan Synod, and we 
print to-day the synodical address of the 
Bishop of Tuam. Dr. Plunket—as 
good an Irishman as his father— 
rejoices in the discomfiture of the 
partition scheme. He says truly that it 
would have wrought the permanent muti- 
lation of our national life and “ the bleed- 
ing to death of every hope of peace, 
prosperity, and unicn.” But thankful-| 
ness for escape from grave danger is not 
enough. The old conditions will not be

the bishóps, clergy, and laymen of the 
Church of Ireland have every right to re- 
sist and criticise proposals for political 
settlement. If proposals become law 
and are enforced, their duty, both as 
citizens and as Churchmen, will be to 
work together with their Nationalist 
fellow-countrymen for the peace and 
happiness of their common country. Dr. 
Plunket. and Dr. Sterling Berry go 
further than this. They are evidently 
prepared, laying aside all political tradi- 
tions and- prejudices, not only 
co-operate in the practige of self-govern- 
ment, but to consider on their merits 
any proposals ‘for self-government, and 
to help to make them fair and just for the 
whole Irish people. At the present 
moment these overtures have the utmost 
value. They point a path to peace. 
They vindicate the mission and the 
patriotism of the Church. of Ireland. They 
will be welcomed by all thoughtful Na- 
tionalists as a promise of better things to 
come in the life of this distracted country. 
We commend them earnestly to Mr. Red- 
mond. He should ponder them care- 
fully before he decides to embark on a 
policy of disruption and despair. 


Danish Islands. 


The Sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States has, perhaps, a rather 
pleasing significance. The three islands 
have an area of about 140 square miles 
and a population of 32,000, mostly negroes. 
Their exports do not make them impor- 
tant. In these countries they are known 
only by their stamps, which are highly 
valued by the school-boy collector. © The 
islands, however, lying immediately to the 
east of Porto Rico, always had some 
strategical value. They cover the ap- 
proaches to the Gulf of Mexico, and one 
of them, St. Thomas, has an excellent 
harbour. The United States Government 
has coveted the Danish West Indies for 
at least fifty years, and more than ever 
since the construction of the Panama 
Canal. This has turned them into a 
potential naval base of the first import- 
ance. Their possession by a possible 
enemy would have become . a serious 
menace to American interests in the 
Panama vone. The United States have 
been making offers ‘of purchase to" Den- 
mark since 1867, but hitherto without suc- 
cess, although the islands were an 
economic drain upon their owner. . In 
1901 an offer of £800,000 was made and 
rejected. In 1902 it raised to £1,000.000, 
but was again rejected, as the result of 
opposition in the Danish Landsthing. The 
latest offer—made since the opening of 
the Panama Canal—was one of £5,000,000, 
and the Danish Government has mow 
accepted it. The treaty of sale has been 
concluded, and will probably be ratified 
by Congress and by the Danish Parlia- 
ment. It has always been believed in 
the United States that Denmark's per- 
sistent refusal to sell the islands was the 
result of German influence, On that 
assumption we may see in the sale a proof 
of the decline of German authority in even 
the small neutral. countries which have 
most to fear from her. Germany, for 
obvious reasons, did not want these islands 
to be American, and forced her will on 
Denmark for fifty years. Now, when 
they ‘have become really valuable to 


countries whose ' future is on the water,” 
she sees the islands and that “future”, 


slip simultaneously from her grasp.

Many innocent persons doubtless suffered, 
but no one could allege, with any justifica- 
tion for the charge, that there was on the 
part of His Majesty's troops any blood- 
thirsty desire to kill for the sake of kill- 
ing. By this time the zeal of the’ Na- 
tionalists had worn out, and Mr. Flavin 
turned with less ferocity to detail the 
grievances of a London contractor friend 
of his at the treatment he had received 
from some of the Govermment depart- 
ments. There the matter ended, and the 
Consolidated Fund Bill passed its second 
reading.

It is 
noted in this quarter, as a curious co- 
incidence, that this reversion coincides 
exactly with the appearance of the letter 
of the Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin, wherein the policy of. “ indepen- 
dent opposition “ is recommended.

A WRETCHED COMPROMISE. 


THE CHURCH’S OPPORTUNITY. 


The Bishop. of Tuam, speaking yesterday at 
the annual meeting of the Tuam Diocesan 
Synod, said that on that day they met to take 
counsel for the Church's welfare at a moment 
of great national crisis. Their Empire was 
fighting for its very life, and not for its own 
life only, but for the stability of all that was 
best in their modern civilisation, and the per- 
manency of Apostolic Christianity. But, as 
if that were not enough to bear, they were 
being forced into another struggle, on the issue 
of which hung the destiny of what was dearer 
to many even than Empire—the destiny of their 
beloved country. While the best of their young 
manhood were fighting Ireland’s battlo on 
foreign soil they at home had been plunged into 
the bitterness of party strife and discord. They 
were reaping the harvest sown by these who, 
rofessing to serve Ireland, were in reality her 
-trayers, selling her to the enemy, and fighting 
Germany 's battles in the streets of Dublin. Up 
till Tuesday it segmed as if the price they 
were to pay for the crime of Easter Week was 
the dismemberment of their country, the per- 
manent mutilation of their national life, with 
its bleeding to death of every hope of peace, 
prosperity, and union. Thank God, ere it was 
too late that wretched compromise, so ironically 
called a settlement, condemned b the 
Churches, and unpopular with the e, had 
been discovered in its true light, and fi 
abandoned. Applause.) The whole coun 
breathed a sigh of relief, and the way was 
now clear towards making a fresh start towards 
unity—the only seure is on which their 
future government could ever rest. And was 
that hope of unity so altogether vain? Were 
the Irish people so blinded with self-interest, 
so pledged to party politics, so suspicious of 
religious ascendancy that there remained no 
common ground upon which Irishmen could 
stand together? ince all had failed them, 
might they not try for union under the bond of 
Christian charity and the common heritage of 
ove for country? After the war they were to 
be a self-governing people. Protestants and 
Unionists might question how far that self- 
8, oe ri would benefit the country, but un- 
England broke her word, or uniess Ireland 

sold her soul te anarehy, self-government was 
In face of that fact, where 
should their Church stand to-day? What part 
should she be playing in the making of that 
newer Ireland that was yet to be? Was she 
to assume the position of a scornful spectator, 
to stand aloof from every national movement 
around her, satisfied to remain a lodger in her 
God forhid that they should so 
act. There was a nobler part for them to 
play—a God-given opportunit to spread 
throughout the iand a spirit love, and so 
repare a bond of umty on which a happier 
reland might yet be built. Around them their 
countrymen were marshalling themselves in 
societies that tended only to provoke division 
and hatred. They were the enomies of their 
country, those men who preached that spurious 
patriotism “all for selves,” that un- 
Christian principle, “the end justifies the 
means.” Let it not be so with the Church. In 
season and cut of season, among their own 
people, and in their intercourse with their 
oman Catholic countrymen, let them preach 
and practice the gospel of peace and goodwill. 
Let them seize every opportunity of service and 
co-operation. So would they bless their coun- 
try; so would they do the will of God. 
(Applause.)

TUAM DIOCESAN SYNOD.

CLERICAL STIPENDS. 

The Tuam Diocesan Synod meeting was heid 
yesterday. The Bishop of the diocese (the 
Right Rev. B. J. Plunket, D.D.), presided. 

The President, in hig address, referred with 
feeling to the loss the Synod had sustained by 
the death of the Rev. Richard Neill, who 
laboured for thirty years in the Parish of Head- 
ford, acted as Secretary to the Diocesan Boards 
of Temperance and Foreign Missions, and did 
noble work. From the lay representatives they 
had lost Captain E. McCausland (Ballyovie), 
while the church in Achill was the poorer for 
the death of Dr. Croly, They missed a warm- 
hearted friend, Mr. John O'Malley, from the 
Parish of Kilcummin. Having referred to the 
Church a position in the present crisis in Íre- 


land, a report of which will be found elsewhere, 


the President continued—On the question of a 
proposal to increase clerical stipends by allow- 
ing a credit balance from parochial assessments, 
and interest on the capital to accumulate to 
£300 per annum, he (the President) remarked 
that the charge was continually being brought 
against the Church of Ireland that she was 
hoarding up capital to the detriment of pre- 
sent needs, and at the expense of her present 
clergy. The Representative Church Body had 
made it clear that that accumulation of capital 
was entirely beyond their control, If, there- 
fore, the policy of meeting present needs rather 
than accumulating capital was to be pursued, 
it must be the action of the various diocesan 
synods. 
REPORT AND ELECTIONS. 

The report of the Diocesan Couneil stated that 
the capital of the stipend fund on Ist January, 
1916, amounted to £142,910. In 1915 the in- 
come of the fund, derived from various sources, 
exceeded the liabilities by £929. Voluntary 
contributions from the parishes, notwithstand- 
ing unfavourable ctreumstances, were wel! main- 
tained. The arrears, amounting to £562, had 
all been discharged. The stipends which were 
paid during the year included £6,308 under the 
diocesan scheme, parochial augmentation £732, 
long service £3356. dignitaries £200, rural dean 
£72. Poor parish stipends of grants for stipend 
amounting to £278 were also paid. The diocesan 
superannuation scheme in connection with the 
general scheme of the Representative Body was 
greatly strengthened by the addition of £100 
per annum from the revenue of Lord Ardilaun’s 
benefaction. Capital of the superannuation 
fund new amounted to £5,0%. There were no 
unusual charges on the income of the fund dur. 
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The report was adopted, on the motion of 
Rev. J F Berry (Secretary of Council), 
sec onded by Rev. Canon M‘Cormick.

The motions in regard to accumulations of in- 
come to increase stipends were postponed, and 
the Synod unanimously voted a bonus of £5 to 
each of the clergy as an addition this year to 
their stipends.
